Recommendation on File

The state prison commission has 
recommended a parole for Richard G. 
Gallogly, Atlanta youth, who is serv- 
ing a life term for participation in 
a holdup murder here in 1928, 

The recommendation, which has the 


unanimous approval of the late Chair- 
man Il, Kainey and Judges G. 
Johns and. Vivian I, Htanlez, is dated 
June 10 and is om file in the Goy- 
ernors office, W. Carlton Mobley, 
executive secretary to Governor ‘I'al- 
madge, said the chief executive had 
not fixed a date for a hearing on the 
case. 

Gallogly was jointly accused with 
George Harsh, who also is serving a 
life sentence. No application for 
clemency has ever been made’ in 
Harsh’s behalf. 

_ Many Favor Release. 

In its recommendation to the Gov- 
ernor, the prison commission pointed 
out Gallogly has served more than 
seven years and that his release has 
been recommended by many public of- 
ficials and private citizens, 

The recommendation follows in full: 

“Richard G. Gallogly was sentenced 
at the April term, 1929, to life im- 
prisonment for the offense of murder, 
“y i he entered service on April 


“Applicant was extremely young at

changed to a life sentence after the 
applicant had twice been tried and 
after two mistrials, 
_ Prison Record Good. 
“His prison record has been good

“He has served over seven years, or 
an equivalent of about 10 years under 
the law allowing for deductions for 
good service record.

Child Tells Chicago Po-' 
lice of Gruesome Mid- 
night Visit by Murderer 


CHICAGO, June 29.—(UP)—A 
precocious 7-year-old boy awoke this 
morning to discover it hadn't been a 
nightmare at all and that he really 
had seen his pretty, auburn-haired 


mother murdered in her bed. 

He dressed himself fully in white 
linen suit and. black shirt and went 
downstairs to the hotel lobby. 

“Mother’s all covered with. blood,” 
he told Elvis Richardson, night clerk. 
“Some black man came and choked 
her. She looks like she’s sleeping 
only she doesn’t move.” 

The boy is James Thompson. Rich- 
ardson found the body of his mother, 
Florence Thompson Castle, 24-year- 
old nightelub entertainer, on the bed. 
Hed head had been bashed in with a 
building brick. 

On the dresser mirror Richardson 
saw the words “Black Legon,” obvi- 
ous inisspelling for “Black Legion,” 
scrawled in Mrs. Castle’s lipstick. Be- 
neath it was the word “game” and 
beneath that a crudely drawn skull 
and crossbones.

MOUNTING FARM INCOMES 

The resuscitation that has come 
to agriculture under the policies of 
the New Deal is impressively re- 
vealed in the report of Chester C. 
Davis, former AAA administrator, 
that from 1932 to 1935 the cash 
incomes of the farmers of the 
country from the sale of cotton, 
corn, wheat, tobacco and hogs in- 
creased more than 90 per cent. 

The total income from these 
crops during the last year of the 
Hooyer administration was $1,365,- 
000,000, Last year they brought 
the farmers nearly $2,600,000,000. 

All other farm products brought 
$3,012,000,000 in 1932, but they 
sold for $4,307,000,000 last year. 

Of even greater significance as 
reflecting the improved economic 
condition of the farmers of the 
country, the Davis report comments 
that, while the farmers have had 
to pay more for services and com- 
modities, their cash balance in 1935, 
after deducting expenditures for 
wages, operating expenses, taxes 
and interest, was two and a half 
times larger than in 1932. 

The steady increase in prices 
during the past three years is still 
being recorded, Last week cotton, 
for the first time since 1929, 
climbed to 12 cents a pound. The 
fine wheat crop now being har- 
vested in the west will be sold ‘at 
above 80 cents a bushel, with 
many farmers indicating they will 
hold for higher prices. 

No state in the Union has bene- 
fited more from the increase in 
agricultural cash incomes than 
Georgia. The revenues from cot- 
ton alone have been increased by 


a minimum of 100 per cent in every | 


county in the state, and the better 
prices for every other kind of farm 
product has added to the new pros- 
perity of the agricultural areas—a 
prosperity that has communicated

In Russia. 


The steps taken by the soviet au- 
thorities to establish a public food 
service was outlined to me by Dr. F. 
le Gros Clark, secretary of the na- 
tional committee against malnutrition 
in England, whom 1 met on my travel 
and who might certainly be taken for 
an expert. In Russia, he said, they 
have this very sound conception that 
general. health will improve. in the 
measure that everyone is adequately 
fed, yes that public health will in that 
case show some startling new improve- 
ments in days to come. Even during 
the early days of collectivization, he 
said, when the food production of the 
country was severely strained, the au- 
thorities were so certain of their pol- 
icy that they erected a large number 
of mechanized bakeries, abattoirs and 
canneries. Today there could be little 
doubt, according to the doctor, that 
the soviet union was on the verge of 
a rapidly accelerating food supply. 

At the basis of the soviet’s food 
policy lies the encouragement of com- 
munal feeding im factories and schools. 
At first factory meals were cheaper, 
hut with the steady drop in food prices 
ithere would soon. be nothing to pre- 
i'vent the soviet cifizen from reverting 
ito the old system of family meals.

An American cavalry captain attached to the American embassy was 
walking along the street one day recently when a Japanese bayonet was 
shoved up within an inch of his ribs.

The American woman was ordered off the sidewalk by a Japanese 
officer, who is said to have emphasized his order with a saber.

Note—The situation has been the subject of secret conferences 
among the representatives of foreign powers in Peiping. All the foreign 
diplomats can do is to deplore the situation. None of their governments 
wants to start anything until something more serious develops. It will. 
INFLUENCE It seems that once mighty nations, whose word was 

international law, can no longer command simple diplo- 
matic respect for their viewpoints among the international roughnecks. 

The abject retreat of the British from their Ethiopian position caused 
all diplomats here to wag their heads and comment on the new order 
of world behavior. They saw it meant that Il Duce has won not only 
a military victory in Ethiopia but a diplomatic victory in Europe. The 
diplomatic retreat of Britain is of even greater importance for Il Duce 
because it means greater prestige. :

Seven patients with Raynaud's dis- 
ease were cured or greatly improved 
by treatment for chronic arsenic poi- 
soning, reported by Dr. Arthur F. 
Kraetzer, of New York city, in the 
New York State Medical Journa!, No- 
vember 15, 1935. 

The treatment for chronic arsenic 
poisoning consists in intravenous in- 
jections of 1 gram (about 15 grains) 
of sodium thiosulphate twice a week 
for several months. 

If you have Raynaud’s disease it is 
not necessary for me to tell you what 
the symptoms are. If you haven't it, 
I'll never tell you what the symptoms 
are. In spite of all the interests may 
say or do, this is still a health column. 
Almost any one may tell me what I 
may not say here, but I'll go back to 
the mines rather than let any one tell 
me what I must say here. 

It seems that most of us excrete a 
small amount of arsenic from the body 
daily. Whether this arsenic represents 
a normal nutritive element or chronic 
poisoning is difficult to conjecture. 
However, it is generally accepted as a 
clinical working rule, that if an in- 
travenous injection of sodium thiosul- 
phate produces a marked increase in 
the amount of arsenic excreted through 
the kidneys, the patient is probably 
suffering from chronic arsenic poison- 
ing. 

The most prolific source of chronic 
arsenic poisoning is the rather reck- 
less use of enormous quantities of 
lead arsenic as sprays for fruits, vege- 
tables and plants, and the incidental 
exposure of many workers to the haz- 
ard of inhaling or ingesting the ar- 
senic day by day over long periods; 
also the hazard of consumers of fruit 
or vegetables which retain some of 
the poison recently applied toe the 
growing plants or trees. 

For instance, one of the patients 
with Raynaud's disease excreted 0.018 
milligrams of arsenie per 100 grams 
of dried material, a negligible amount, 
But 24 hours after an injection of a 
gram of sodium thiosulphate she was 
excreting 0.751 milligrams, an enor- 
mours amount. She received two injec- 
tions weekly of one-half gram of sodi- 
um thiosulphate. Within less than 
four weeks she experienced marked 
improvement and in the course of sev- 
eral months of desultory treatment 
she lost her dread of handling water 
as in washing dishes or washing 


clothes. 

Pribably a good many individuals 
suffer from various manifestations of 
chronic arsenic poisoning without ever 
learning the actual cause of their 
trouble. Among the cunditions which 
may depend on too much arsenic in 
the system are chronic eqema, garlic- 
like odor of the sweat, waxy pallor, 
red injected eyelids, or irritation and 
itching of edges of lids, odd patches of 
tingling, numbness or loss of sensa- 
tion in skin here and here, puzzling at- 
tacks of neuritis, inexplicable weak- 
ening or paresis of one or another 
muscle or group of muscles, severe at- 
taeks of herpes.

United States and 
France, and it was learned the Brit- 
ish would shortly. invoke the: esca- 
lator clause of the 1930 treaty. to save 
excess destroyers. 

Formal potification to Washington 
and Tokyo that Britain wants to in- 
voke the escalator clause will be sent 
within a few days, diplomatic quar- 
ters said. 

The United States will benefit by 
Britain’s use of the escalator, which 
will free all signatories to the same 
extent. The United States also has 
built over treaty limits but her de 
stroyers are older. 

Observers said it was too early ¢o 
judge the full effect of Japan’s re 
fusal to adhere to the new treaty, but 
agreed it jeopardizes and probably nu!-. 
lifies one of the main provisions of 
the treaty—the 14-inch gun limit on 
battleships. Unless Japan and Italy 
agree to smaller guns before April 1, 
1937. 16-inch guns will continue to be 


legal.

Navajos Ready for Rain Prayers; _ 
Success of Ceremonies Predicted 


GANADO, Ariz., June 29.—(/)— 
The only white man ever to partici- 
ate in the Najadaltinth, rarest of 
Navajo ceremonials, predicted success 
today for this aricient rain-making 


ite. 

“I will believe in it forever,” de- 
clared Roman Hubbell, veteran Gana- 
do trader, who was accepted into the 
tribe by acclamation and given a post 
of highest honor in the ritual. 

Wearing the dress of his Indian 
tribal brothers, his neck encircled by 
heavy strings of turquoise and silver 
ornaments, Hubbell set out today, with 
three tribesmen and the venerable 
medicine man, Veinie, for Pelado 
Peak, eastern outpost of Navajoland. 

Their departure, first set tor last 
Saturday, was delayed because the 
ceremonial hogan, especially built for 


‘the sacred three-day rites, had not 


been completed. 

Hubbell explained that success of 
the Najadaltinth, now being consum- 
mated for the first time in a genera- 
tion, depends upon purification of all 
Navajo minds and their united prayer 
for rain to moisten parched range- 
lands and replinish dwindling water- 
holes. 

“Group prayer—all-in-one-mind sup- 
plicating to the Holy Spirit_as they 
know: it, with pure thought—will 
bring rain and cure diseases,’ he said. 


“The Indians have demonstrated that 
this will work.” 

Hubbell and the tribesmen carried 
with them an ancient wicker jar, 
whieh they will fill with water from 
the mountain streams of Pelado Peak, 
near, Taos, N. M. On their return, 
they will travel to Mount Taylor, near 
Grants, N. M., the traditional south- 
ern boundary marker of Navajoland, 
and climb its 16-mile slope without 
looking back. 

Then they will come to Ganado, 
where they will find Navajos from.all 
the reservation ready for the three 
days of group prayer with which the 
ceremony @ill om completed. 

Beninie will take the water from 
Pealado and similar jars brought by 
runners from Mount Taylor, Piute 
Peak and the San Francisco peaks. 
With it, he will make holy supplica- 
tion to the Navajo gods, according to 
a ritual so long unused that few of the 
medicine men can perform it. 

Each participant must scrub him- 
self thoroughly with soap made from 
the great flowering century plant, so 


be pure and there will. be no offense 
to the gods. . 

The three-day culmination of the 
ceremony will not take place until all 
of the runners have returned with the 
water, probably Thursday.

We cannot save ourselves from all 
danger, but we can be on guard. When 
we go swimming, as many of us like 
to do on hot summer days, we can 
take due care. 

It is a mistake to swim in a deep 
river with a fast current. Hundreds 
of persons have been drowned in such 
rivers. Even a fast-moving river only 
a few feet in depth might sweep a 
person to his doom. 

Ocean bathing is likely to be a great 
deal of fun and in many cases it is 
safe enough. There are special dan- 
gers to watch out for, however—when 
a big wave rolls in, it may catch up 4 
swimmer and toss him under. On 
ocean beaches there is danger of & 
“strong “undertow.” Even an expert 
swimmer may be carried out to sea 
and lose his life. 

Sea water is not pleasant to swal- 
low. A little 8-year-old girl once 
a little of it into her mouth. he 
coughed and sputtered, and afterward 
said to me, “I wouldn’t have minded 
if it had been sugar water!” 


In fact it is not well to swallow 
any kind of water in which we may 
be swimming. In the first place there 
may germs in it which are not 
good for us. In the second place, if it 
is taken in while a person is under the 
surface and cannot get back to the air, 
fresh water will be just as sute to 
drown him as salt water. 

I have never gone through “the ter- 
rible feeling of a drowning person,” 
but I have had one or two narrow 
escapes. One bright and beautifal 
morning I rowed out upon a lake to 
take a swim. It was one of those 
fair lakes in the north woods, and Li 
enjoyed looking about me. I could 
see no one else on the lake except & 
man in a canoe, perhaps a quarter of 
a mile away. 

Though I was by no means an ¢Z- 

rt, I had known how to swim for 

2 or 13 years, and had gone ¢wim- 
ming from time to time all through 
my boyhood and youth. Going to one 
end of the boat, I dived off, and swam 
somé little distance before I turned to 
go back.

I know that low cards often are 
life savers at the bridge table, ful- 
filling a multiplicity of duties. 

Some of the finest plays I have seen 
depended entirely on the presence of 
a deuce or three in the hand. The 
mere fact that most players hold 
these cards in cold contempt does 
not detract from their intrinsic worth. 
What could East have done in today’s 
hand without a certain deuce?
